JazzFest, is presenting eight concerts in its inaugural 1995-96, season 
beginning with Slide Hampton and the JazzMasters’ tribute to Charlie 
"Bird" Parker on October 6 at the Cleveland Museum of Art. The 
series will wrap up with the Tri-C JazzFest’ s traditional Severance Hall 
appearance on April 14, 1996, featuring McCoy Tyner on solo piano in 
the afternoon and Sonny Rollins headlining in Severance’s Concert Hall 
that evening. 

"Creating a subscription series is central to the concept of Jazz 
on the Circle," says Gary Hanson, Director of Marketing and Public 
Relations at Severance Hall, "because we want to create a permanent 
home for concert jazz in Cleveland. And jazz fans should note that 
three of the most popular concerts -- featuring McCoy Tyner, Ahmad 
Jamal and TanaReid ~ will be performed in our 400-seat Reinberger 
Chamber Hall. We expect that virtually all of those tickets will go to 
subscribers."
